Mrs. George Pleads Mot Gully to th 


Charge of Murder. 


__ POURT HOUSE WAS DENSELY CROWDED 


Floral Tributes and Telegrams in 
Abundance Reach the Barber 
Home—The Woman Charged 
With Murder Carried 
Back to Jail. 


Canton, O., Cictober 10.—The funeral ser- 
vices over the remains of George D. Sax- 
ton, held at the M. C. Barber residence 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, were very short 
and simple... They were conducted by Rev. 
©. B. Milliken, pastor of the First Pres- 


' byterian church, the home church of the 


Saxtons’, assisted by the Rev. C. E. Man- 
chester, pastor of the First Methodist 
church, with which the president is asso- 
ciated, in the presence of the relatives and 
nearest friends. 

*At the prescribed hour the family took 
their seats in the south parlor, while the 
friends who were present gathered together 
in the hall and north parlor, in which 
room lay the casket. The clergymen stood 
in the hall which separates the north and 
south parlors. 

A quartet, consisting of Mrs. Herman L. 
Kuhns and Mrs. Elizabeth Frease Smith 
and Messrs. Herman Kuhns and Franklin 
Pfirrman, sang a hymn at the opening. 

Rev. Milliken read a selection of scrip- 
ture and Dr. Manchester offered prayer. 
There were no remarks made by either 
clergyman. 

When the services were over the mem- 
bers of the family took their places in the’ 
dn the following order: 

In’ the first Carriage, President and Mrs. 
MeKinley and Mr. and Mrs. M. C. Barber. 

Becond carriage, George, Mary, William 

Third carriage, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Sax- 
ton, Will and Helen Saxton. 

Fourth carriage, William A. Goodman, 
Mrs. McWilliams, of Chicago; Mrs. Maria 
Saxton and Mrs. Conrad. 

Other relatives and near friends, includ- 
ing Mr. Webb C. Hayes, followed in other 
carriages. Many people gathered about 
the Barber residence and along the way 
which was taken by the funeral cortege 
to West Lawn cemetery, where the remains 
were consigned to their last resting place 
in the Saxton family lot. Here the usual 
commitment service was rehearsed by the 
officiating clergymen. 

Floral Offerings Numerous. 

To the many floral offerings sent to the 
president and members of the family have 
been added a flood of telegrams and let- 
ters from sympathizing friends in all parts 
of the world. , 

Among the messages received was a ca- 
blegram of condolence to the president 
and the family from the American peace 
commissioners in Paris. 

Messages were also . received from the 
United States embassy in London, from 
the German minister, and, in fact, from 
nearly al] of the American diplomats and 
representatives abroad. The diplomatic 
corps at Washington has been particu- 
larly generous in its expressions and tok- 
ens of sympathy to the president and to 
the afflicted family. 

In his brief walks about the city, for 
exercise as well as about the house, people 
of all classes, workingmen and business 
men and professional] men, have every- 
where given to the president expressions 
of deepest sympathy and condolence to 
the family in their sad affliction. 

Among the most frequent and most sym- 
pathetic callers at the house have been 
the retwarned volunteer soldiers of the 
army sent to Cuba, several hundred of 
whom are here on furlough. 

While the law is taking its course in 
the prosecution of Mrs. George, so far no 
special assistance to the prosecuting at- 
torney has been announced as coming from 
the family, and it is not believed that so 
fat as they are concerned they will in any 
way aid any of the agencies in convicting 
her. “4 

While the prosecuting attorney and court 
officials are understood to have had con- 
ferences with the members of the families, 
it ip not believed the least action will be 
taken looking toward any extra efforts or 
measures in the prosecution revenhgeful in 
spirit ‘n the slightest degree. 

Aside from the formal arrangements in 
justice court today, the known movements 
of the agencies of the law are limited to 
taking of testimony of witnesses by the 
coroner. This evidence is limited to the 
statements already made and is being used 
as &@ foundation for ihe inquest to be made 
from people to be summoned later. 

At four minutes past 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing Anna E. George, charged with the 
murder of George B. Saxton, was brought 
into Justice Reigner’s courtroom in the 
ciistody of Constable Charles Henry to 
enter her plea to the affidavit charging her 
with the murder. 

Long before the hour the courtroom was 
filled with meh and women, all anxious to 
s2e Mrs. George and hear her plea to the 
charge against her. 

Mrs. George Enters Courtroom. 
‘As she entered the room she, assisted 
by the constable, made her way through 
the crowd an@ took a seat at the court 
in a plaid skirt of a

gray color and a gaily colored shirt waist 
an@ a jaunty hat trimmed in the season's 
style. She looked unconcerned and seem- 
ingly did not realize the momentous ques- 
tion to which she was soon to make answer 
to the court. 

The eyes of everybody in the courtroom 
were upon her as she gazed about the room. 
Prosecuting Attorney Pomerene was the 
first of the counsel to put in an appearance, 
and he spent some time in looking over the 
criminal code of laws. 

In a few minutes Mrs. George’s counsel, 
' Attorneys John C. Welty, Mayor James A. 
Rice and James A. Sterling, entered the 
room. Attorneys Welty. and Rice took 
seats on the other side of Mrs. George and 
Attorney Welty heid a brief consultation 
with her and then asked for the affidavit. 
This was given him by Justice Reigtier, and 
while it was being examined Attorney J. 
J. Grant, a close friend and “counsel of the 
deceased, came in and sat beside the pros- 
ecutor, 

After reading over the affidavit very care 
fully, Mrs. George’s counsel spent some time 
in looking over the crimina] laws, and then 
Attorney Welty said they were ready for 
the arraignment. tHe said they desired to 
waive the reading of the affidavit and enter 
a plea of not gullty to the charge. 

Prosecutor Pomerene said that they had 
a right to waive the reading of the aff- 
davit, but the prisoner must answer for 
herself as to her guilt or innocence. With 
this statement by the prosecutor, Justice 
Reigner asked Mrs. George if she was 
guilty or not guilty to the charge made 
against her in the affidavit. Mrs. George, 
while seemingly not disturbed in the least, 
but in a very weak and scarcely audible 
voice, answered, ‘“‘Not guilty.” 

After the arraignment there was some 
little controversy between attorneys as to 


the time of the preliminary hearing. 

Prosecuting Attorney Pomerene desired 
to have the time for the preliminary hear- 
ing set for Saturday on account of engage- 
ments in common pleas court every day 
during the week. 

Mrs. George's counsel insisted on having 
the hearing within the statutory time, four 
days, and then Prosecutor Pomerene 
named the hour for Tuesday afternoon at 
1 o’clock, which was ordered. Mrs. George 
was then taken back to the county jail by 
Constab.e Henry. 

It is claimed the defense will be an alibi, 
and that the shots were fired by a man in 
woman's garb. A postal card dated Spring- 
field, O., October 5th, addressed to the chief 
of police of Canton, signed X. Y. Z., has 
been received, saying: 

“I killed Saxton and am not sorry for it; 
catch me if you can.”’ ‘ 

The coroner resumed the examination of 
witnesses this morning and the number of 
his list indicates that his examination will 
not be concluded for several days. 

President McKinley boarded the Omaha 
special at 9:10 tonight. Mrs. McKinley re- 
mained in Canton but will join the presi- 
dent at Chicago in time for the peace jubi- 
lee.

TO BE CHANGE IN COMMANDER. 


Generals Are To Be Mustered Out of 
the Service. 

Wasxington, Uctober 10.-The order des- 
ignating the general officers to be mus- 
tered out of service dated October 7th was 
published officially today and at the head 
of the list was Major Genecal Jossp1i C 
Breckinridge, whose name has not been 
published. : 

General Breckinridge will return to duty 
on November 30th as inspector general of 
the army. 

On the day 


ihe order discharging the 
general offiecrs was given to the public 
another order was signed designating 
camps in the south, organizing the volun- 
teer army into <hree corps and naming 
the three corps commanders. Gene-al 
Breckinridge was to command the First 
corps. It was stated at the department 
that this order had been revoked and that 
Major Genera! Jarnes H. Wilson, who was 
appointed from Delaware at the beginning 
of the war, had been selected to command 
the First corps. It ig also understood that 
there will be other ohanges in the com- 
mands of the army corps stationed in the 
south. 

General Wheeler, who will command the 
Fourth corps, stated before leaving Wash- 
ington that he expected to return to Wash- 
ington end resume his seat in the house 
after the beginning of the session. 

General Grahezm, who is to command the 
Second corps, has retired as a brigadier 
general, and the question has arisen as to 
whether he shall continue longer in the 
volunteer service. Tt 's altogether probable 
that the <esignation of officers to com- 
mand the Second and Fourth corps, sta- 
tioned in southern camps, is temporary and 
that by the Ist of December, if net before, 
other officers will be namel for permanent 
corps cqmmanders, It is said that Gen- 
erals John C. Bates and A. R. Chaffee will 
command the Second and Fourth corps and 
General Wilson will continue to command 
the First corps. —

SALISBURY'S STAND 
PRODUCES RELIBP 


Marquis’ Declaration About Occupation of 
Fashoda Proves Agrecable. 


NO DISSENT IS HEARD 


Friends and Opponents of the Premier 
Are Now Rejoicing. 


FRANCE WON'T MAKE ANY TROUBLE 


English Are Satisfied That Faure’s 
Government Will Accept Situation 
Without Making a Row.

London, October 10.—The comments in 
public and the newspapers show that the 
marquis of Salisbury’s determined stand 
o71 the question of the occupation of Fu- 
shoda has come as a most agreeable relief 
and as disposing of all the stories of a 
compromise. No whisper of dissent is 
hezrd anywhere. Both friends «nd oppo- 
nents of the premier are rejoicing in the 
fact that in publishing a blue book on 
the Fashoda question he has burned dis 
bridges behind him, 

While it is reeognized that the situation, 
by this publication, has become more diffi- 
cult for France, there is almost entire ab- 
serce of disposition anywnere to believe 
that France preposes to press her claims 
to the point of danger. This confidence was 
demonstrated by the capital tone of the 
Stock exchange after a momentary scare, 
and such comment as comes from Paris 
also tends to abate alarm. 

The Matin, which ig ditectly Inspired by 
the French foreiean office and which was 
foremost in urging extremist views, voices 
today the more pacific mood which is ap- 
parently obtaining in Paris, saving: 

“We shall probably not risk a war with 
Great Britain for nominal sovereign terri- 
tories at tn immense distance from our 
possessions on the Atlantic. These are as 
inaccessible from our coast annexations as 
the mountains in the moon. We can retain 
our honor without retaining Fashada. Pru- 
dence should prevent us from overloading 
ourselves with too much territory. We 
must be colonial, but in moderation.” 

The newspapers of Paris thig evening 
take a calm view of the situation and plead 
for moderation. They express a_ sincere 
desire for a friendly settlement of the 
question when Major Marchand’s report 
arrives. 

The prevailing view of political men is 
that the French cabinet will find a way 
Out of the difficulty in the report asked from 
Major Marchand, who, it is expected, in 
response to a hint from the French foreign 
Office, will declare that his position at Fa- 
shoda is untenable. The Publication of 
such a report, it is held, would fully justify 
the French government in recalling him. 

War Is Not Likely. 

London, October 11.—The morning papers 
all renew their comments upon the Fa- 
Shoda situation, but on neither side of the 
channel is any idea given that the affair 
is likely to lead to war. 

The worst that can happen is

SLOT TELEPHONES ARE ILLEGAL 


Chicago’s Corporation Counsel Renders 
Interesting Decision. 

Chiaago, October 10.—In an opinion ren- 
dered to the judiciary committee of the 
city council today, Corporation Counsel 
T'iornton holds that the slot machine tele- 
phone as used by the Chicago Telephone 
Company is illegal. 

Under an existing or@inance the tele- 
phone company is given permission to 
furnish telephone service to the public in 
accordance with a schedule filed with the 
city clerk. 

Counsel Thornton contends that the com- 
pany has no right to charge any extra loan 
outsider for the use of the telephone when 
the company ig already being paid by the 
party renting tho telephone and leaves it 
to the option of the latter whether he shall 
make an extra charge or not.

SPOILED FOOD WAS 
NOT TOOABUNDANT 
Three Witnesses: Examined by 
War Investigating Committee, 
NO SENSATIONS = SPRUNG 


Culver of Grigsby’s Rough Riders Did 
Hot Like His Water Supply, 


GREEN COFFEE WITHOUT ANY FIRES 


Surgeon Hysel Declared Some of the 
Civilian Help Was Worthless. 
Tainted Meats Were Issued, 
but Were Subsequently 
Exchanged. 


Washington, October 10.—The war inves- 
tigating commission had three witiesses 
before it today. Captain Culver, of the 
Grigsby’s Rough Riders; Dr. Hysel, chief 
surgeon of the Second division, located at 
Camp Thomas, and Major Gallagher, who 
was in charge of various commissary depots 
in the Santiago campaign. 

Captain Culver had been stationed at 
Camp Thomas, Chickamauga. from May 
until he.was mustered out September 11th. 
The food, he said, generally was abundant 
and good. On one occasion the meat was 
tainted, but it was condemned and ex- 
changed. He stated, however, that the 
tainted meat was not badly spoiled, and 
that the would have been glad enough to 
have had use of it in the civil war. Cap- 
tain Culver mentioned an instance when 
the bacon received was wormy, and when 
the command first arrived there was a 
shortage of tentage, but these defects had 
been speedily remedied. 

Captain Culver stated that at one time 
twenty-two of his men were sick. He 
thought the proportion not excessive—no 
greater tham during the first days of the 
civil war, amd until the men learned to 
depend upon the army .ration and not to 
go outside for food, He thought the pies 
sold to the men were*unwholesome, and 
also stated that much ‘stale ¢hicken was 
sold. to them. In conclusion fie said he had 
no complaint to make j# ‘treatment except 
in the loeation of his troops in the woods 
He had protested against this location. 

Dr. Hysel testified that he had been ‘a 
surgeon in the civil war, and since then 
said that he had been in general practice. 
All the early cases of typhoid were treated 
in the regimental hospitals. and the pa- 
tients were not isolated until after the con- 
struction of the division ‘hospital, when 
typhoid and suspicious cases were isolated 
and the men were well attended by physi- 
clans and nurses, though at times one 
n@rse would have charge of thirty men. 
The sinks were kept covered with earth, 
but Dr. Hysel said that no special] precau- 
tion was taken to disinfect vessels going 
to and from the sinks, 

He Did Not Like the Water. 

According to his opinion, the men in his 
Civision had not as much water as they 
should have used, though the men did not 
complain. This was due to the fact that 
he had been suspicious of the water from 
Chickamauga river springs, and had water 
hauled to the camp in barrels from outside. 
He had Dr. Martin, of the Furst brigade, 
examine the intake of the pipe line, and 
this surgeon had reported that it was 10 
feet below the mouth of Chickamauga 
creek, which received the drainage from 
the camp. Dr. Martin had also reported 
that the men were in che habit of bathing 
in the river above the intake. 

Dr. Hysel thought typhoid ‘fever had been 
imported into the camp from the outside, 
and that the increase had been due to the 
failure to properly cover the sinks and to 
the prevalence of flies, 

The examination of Dr. Hysel was con- 
ducted by br. Conner, of the commission, 
and was‘very searching from a medical 
stendpoint. 

At the afternoon session the committee 
examined Major Hugh J. Gallagher. He 
had served as depot commissary. at Siboney, 
San Juan and Santiago and recently occu- 
pied this position at Montauk Point, havy- 
ing been made chief commissary of Gen- 
eral Shafter’s corps. 

The rations were, he said, forwarded al- 
inost as rapidly as they were landed. He 
heard no complaint of rations at the front. 
At first they were about to forward abéut 
30,000 rations each day. From Siboney the 
depot was moved to El Poso, seven miles 
inland, and at this point there were never 
enough rations on hand for even a day 
ahead. At this point it was impossible to 
fill all the requisitions. There was a short- 
age in coffee and sugar, which continued 
for two or three days. This was due to the 
difficulty in land supplies, because of tne 
high surf at Siboney. 

Spoiled Goods Thrown Away. 

Major Gailagher said there was one in- 
stance when the canned roast beef spoiled 
and it was destroyed. Some potatoes and 
onions and tomatoes were also thrown 
away at Santiago ror the same reasons. 
Indeed, when it was discovered that any 
article of goods was defective it was de- 
stroyed. On one occasion it had been neces- 
sary to issue green coffee to men on the 
firing lines, but the issue had only been 
for a day ang the emergency was unavoid- 
able. 

Colonel Denby pressed for information as 
t> the shortage of coffe? and sugar, snd 
Major Gallagher stated that there were 
probably two days when the men were 
without these articles. He said the storm 
was the immediate cause of this deficiency, 
but that if there had been a sufficiency 
of lighters this deficiency would not have 
occurred. The major said there were not, 
to his knowledge, a shcrtage in any other 
article of food during the campaign. 

“Suppose,’’ asked General McCook, “‘this 
shortage of rations had lasted for seven 
days instead of two, what would have been 
the result?’’ 

“We would probably have had to face 
back,”’ replied Major Gallagher. ‘“‘Men can- 
not fight on short rations.’’ 

The witness said that it was General 
Shafter’s order that no formal requisition 
for rations shonld be required and fhat 
food should be given to those needing it. 

Major Gallagher said that of the tive ei- 
vilian assistants, he had had two who were 
ineffiecient and indifferent to their duties. 
They were Captain Lord, of New York, 
and Captain Ryan, of Kansas,

WYMAN CONSIDERS THE APPEAL 


President Refers Jackson’s Request to 
Marine Hospital Service. 
Washington, October 10.—The appeal 
made to President McKinley by the state 
board of health authorities at Jackson, 
Miss., for aid in the way of subsistence 
and medical help to méet the conditions 
arising from the yellow fever epidemic, has 
been referred to the marine hospital ser- 

vice. ’ 

Dr. Wyman, the surgeon general, and 

his assistants, took the matter up prompt- 
ly today, but have not as yet determined 
what recommendation to make, 
‘Surgcon General Wyman feels that the 
situation is not at all alarming, and while 
the fever may spread slightly it is only 
a question of time when with the appear- 
ance of cold weather it will be checked. 

Surgeon General Wyman, of the marine 
hospital service, and Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury Spalding had a conference 
today concernin the yellow fever sit- 
uation in the south with special reference 
to the appeal of the governor of Mississippi 
for aid. 

It was decided that the government could 
not undertake to extend aid in the form 
of subsistence and ‘nurses to individual 
families in which there were cases of fever. 
In the detention camps, however, physi- 
cians, nurses and supp.ies will continue to 
be supplied by the government authorities 
as a measure to prevent the spread of the 
disease. Guards will be furnished for the 
Same purpose. Physicians of the marine 
hospital service are under instructions to 
do all in their power for people suffering 
from the fever. 

Surgeon General Wyman sald tonight that 
the government would leave nothing un- 
done that could be done properly to prevent 
the further spread of the disease or to aid 
those who were victiins of it. 


NINE NEW CASES IN JACKSON. 


Yellow Fever Is Spreading Throughout 


the State of Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., October 10.—Tho fever sit- 
uation here is more serious today. With 
the appearance of the dfsease in North 
Jackson there is now no section of the 
city free of infection, and new cases are 
multiplying rapidly. 

The official report for today is nine new 
cases, six white and three colored; no 
deaths. One of the new cases is Rev. L. 8S. 
Foster, superintendent of the Baptist or- 
phanage, where the fever appeared two 
or three days ago. 

The seacoast county of Hancock, where 
the fever raged last year, is again infected, 
today’s report crediting the little town of 
Cleveland with three cases. Dr. Hunter, 
secretary of the state board of health, offi- 
ciaily reports as follows: 

Canton has four cases of génuine yellow 
fever. 

Harristown has fourteen new cases to- 
day. Fifty-five under treatment; five ge- 
rious and two eritical. 

Madison has fifteen new cases, five white 
and ten colored. 

Oxford reports one new case. Edwards 
two new cases and one death. 

Four suspicious cases reported south of 
Crystal Springs. Taylor’s reports one new 
case. Orwood reports six new cases and 
one death. 


Moving Soldiers Out of Mississippi. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 10.—(Special.) 
Captain Homer, of the United States army, 
has been here consulting with officials of 
the city and state for the purpose cf 
mustering out the two Mississippi regi- 
ments, whieh are now in that state. but 
not in an infected section. On arcount of 
the spread of the yellow fevér in Missis- 
sippi_ it has been found necessary to move 
the troops from rhat state at once. The 
mayor of this city and tthe governor of the 
State’ are said to have given permission 
the troops to come here, provided 
they come from no infected point. Twenty- 
six hundred soldiers will be brought here 
from Mississippi. ° 

One New Case at Meridian. 

Meridian, Miss.. October 10.—Danie] 
Glover, a negro irom Hattiesburg, who 
came to Marion Station, this county, de- 
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veloped, yellow fever today. He was at 
once isolated and guarded.

In addition to yellow fever 
several cases of smallpox have developed 
among the negroes.

Philadeiphia, October 10.—A 
death which occurred today on bourd the 
Norwegian steamer Banan at Reedy island, 
in the Delaware bay. has been diagnosed 
by the quarantine station.as yellow fever.

No Yellow Fever in Arkansas. 

Little Rock, Ark., October 10.—Dr. Krauz, 
of the marine hospital service, after an 
examination of the suspicious fever at Var- 
ner, has pronounced it to be a case of ma- 
larial! hematuria and not yellow fever. 

Texas Puts on Quarantine, 

Austin, Tex., October 10.—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the yellow fever experts 
of New Orleans have declared that there 
is no yellow fever there, but yellowoid, the 
6tate health department here tonight de- 
clared that the quarantine would be more 
rigidly enforced against New Orleans and 
Lauisiana than ever. 


HUNTSVILLE HAS NO FEVER. 


Mayor and Presiient of Health Board 
Deny Published Report. 
Washington, October 10.—The Associated 
Press has received the following communi- 

cation: 

“Huntsville, Ala., October 9.—In contra- 
diction of a recent statement published in 
The Cincinnati Post, this is‘to certify that 
there is not and has mot been a case of 
yellow fever or a case of even remote 
suspicion in this city of Huntsville, Ala., 
at the present time or since this has been a 
camp. In fact, there has not been a case 
in the county since 1878, and then the city 
was made a place of refuge for the citizens 
of Memphis. Hope you will give this the 
proper circulation.

Indians Are Now Advancing Upon 
Towns inthe Northwest, 


THE WHITES ARE FLEEING 


Rumors Reaching Villages Cause Call 
for Help to Be Issued, 


DEFENDERS ARE NOT IN HARMONY 


Clash Between Federal and State Au- 
thorities Causes Friction in Mov- 
ing Troops to the Front—The 
Situation Is Decidedly 
Uncertain. 


Minneapoiis,, Minn., October 10.—A gpe- 
clal to The Journal from Cass Lake says 
that armed bucks are undoubtedly pro- 
ceeding south. Calls were received from 
Bemidji for troops, but none were sent, 
as this was considered the more crucial 
point. There is considerable apprehen- 
sion and an undoubted necessity for troops 
to allay the panic in the small towns along 
this line. 

A rumor this morning that the Indians 
were coming caused a stampede at Be- 
midifi. The people were greatly excited, 
and massed at the courthouse. The sol- 
diers were telegraphed for. 

The following telegram has just been re- 
ceived from Superintendent E. Banchard, 
ef the Northern Pacific, at Parker, Minn.: 


‘Woman just in at McGregor from Port- 
age Lake, four miles west of here, reports 
two dozen Indians in war paint drove her 
from her home. She thinks her husband 
and father are killed. This is the first an@ 
only trouble reported along our line. Will 
you notify proper state authorities? I will] 
take a deputy and a dozen men with guns 
from Carleton.’’ 


The federal and state authorities are not 
working in tharmony toward the quelling 
of the Indian revolt. General Bacon of- 
fered to come down from Walker this 
evening to confer with Governor Clough, 
but the latter advised conference by wire. 
He received the following message from 
General Bacon: 

“Situation bad; conference yesterday re- 
sulted in nothing. None of the Indian 
chiefs were there. The lumbermen are all 
coming into Walker. Troops needed at 
Cass Lake.” 

Nevertheless, the governor believes that 
the situation is well in hand and that the 
recalcitrants are practically surrounded 
by soldiers. 

The construction crews on the north- 
western extension of the Brainard and 
Northern to Bemidji and northward to 
Cass Lake have joined the refugees at 
Walker, and it may be necessary to send 
them back to work under guard, as these 
two extensions, in the event of a prolonga- 
tion of the trouble, would be of great 
strategetic value. 

The troops may yet be placed at three 
points in addition to the present 
forces at Fosseton line points; these are 
where the line crosses the Mississippi, 
the Indian portage train three miles west 
of Ball Club Lake. With these avenues 
of escape cut off, it would be practically 
impossible for the hostiles to escape north- 
ward. 

From Park River the governor has re- 
ceived a personal statement signed by 
Chief Ned-Gay-Byug-Enanoway-Rusko: 

“Point Pine, October 9.—We, the Chippe- 
wa Indians at Pine Point, beg to state to 
the public that we are perfectly friendly 
to the whites and have no ill feeling or 
are in.any way hostile. We have decid- 
ed at the council not to take any part 
whatever in the Leech Lake trouble.” 

A company of fifty volunteers hag been 
offered to the governor from Litchfield. 


Officials Think End Is Here. 

Washington, October 10.—The interior de- 
partment authorities while lacking in any 
jmportant information from the ere are 
still confident that the Indian trouble in 
Minnesota is about closed. A few dispatcheg 
however, had arrived over Sunday, but they 
are of an unimportant nature.

Commissioners of American Church

‘Washington, October 10.—There was no 
abatement today in the public interest at- 
tending the triennial convention of the 
Episcopal church and large crowds joined

The propositions were referred to the 
committees. The Southern Florida juris- 
diction submitted a proposition that each 
missionary jurisdiction be represented in 
the counci] by one clerical and one lay 
delegate, with vote. The proposition was

This article was agreed to after 
the adoption of an unimportant qmend- 
ment 

Article 5, governing the formation @f new 
dioceses, led to considerable debate. It 
was explained by Dr. Dix, the chairman of 
the commission, that the article contra- 
‘yened no existing regulations, but laid 
down broad principles governing the whole 
case. 

Delegate Lightner, of Minnesota, moved 
to strike out that feature of the article 
which provides that no city shall form 
more than one diocese, except when the 
civil authority consolidates into one city 
portions of territory belonging to different 
dioceses, in whichcase each portion of said 
territory shall remain attached to the dio- 
cese to which it previously belonged until a 
change is.made by the consent of the gen- 
eral convention. This amendment was 
finally adopted at the afternoon session. 

Article 5 was then recommitted for furth- 
er consideration by the committee. 

Article 6 was adopted on a vote by dio- 


Article 7 led to. sharp division over the 
so-called provincial system, the commit- 
tee report providing for uniting neg 
into provinces.

Marriage ani Divorce. 


The marriage and divorce canon under 
consideration by the bishops today was as 
follows: 

Canon &, of marriage—Section 1. No min- 
ister shall solemnize a marriage the parties 
to which are within the degrees of consan- 
guinity and affinity defined in the eigh- 
teentlf chapter of the book Leviticus. 

Sec. 2 (a). It shall be the duty of the 
ministers to admonish the people from time 
to time that the church discountenances 
Clandestine marriage. 

(b). No minister shall solemnize the mar- 
riage of any person who is a minor under 
the law of the place of marriage unless 
the parent or guardian of euch minor is 
present or shal] have given written consent 
to the marriage, or is permanently resi- 
dent in a foreign country. 

(c). No minister shall solemnize 4 mar- 
riage except in the presence of at least 
two witnesses, himself or the witnesses be- 
ing personally acquainted with the parties. 

d). ery minister of the church shall 
at the time of the marriage record in the 
register of the parish. in which the mar- 
riage takes place the name, birthplace, tage 
and residence of each party, dnd such rec- 
ord shall be signed by the minister who 
performs the ceremony and by at least two 
witnesses of the marriage. 

Sec. 8. No minister of this church shall 
solemnize the marriage of either party to 
a mtg during the life time of the other 
party.

Transport Berlin Arrives from Porto 
Rico and Santiago de Cuba. 

New York, October 10.—The transport 
Berlin, Captain Wilson, arrived today 
from Porto Rico, via Santiago, with a 
number of officers and 206 convalescent 
sOldiers and laborers and several civil- 
ians.

Tallahassee, Fla., October 10.—(Special.)—

MAYOR R. B. GORMAN, Tallahassee, Fla 
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bureau has received and answered more 
application for information abouc Florida 
from prospective settlers than at any time 
before in its history. At the present time 
these inquiries are coming in at the rate of 
about forty per day. They are not from 
tourists, but from people who contemplate 
settling in this state and making it their 
future home. These people are farmers in 
the northern and western portions of the 
union, and many of the letters state that 
the writers are disgusted with agricultural 
ani economic conditions in their old homes, 
and are looking confidently to Florida as a 
place where relief may be found. The chief 
clerk of the department of agriculture is 
authority for the statemenc ~that last 
Wednesday's mails brought 102 letters of 
inquiry from such people now living in the 
states of Massachusetts, New York and 
Connecticut alone. These people are not 
merely asking for information; such in- 
quiries are based on feporms which have 
come to them from friends who have made 
homes in this state, and the inquirers asa 
rule seem to be conservative people who 
are seeking information preparatory to 
following their old neighbors’into the Land 
of Flowers. 
From the Northwest. 

And it must not be supposed that the 
northeastern states aione are sending new 
settlers and new wealth into Florida, -The 
fact is, most of the newcomers are from 
the central and northwestern states. From 
lilinois, Indiana and Ohio this state has 
received thousands of new settlers. From 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota have 
come large numbers, and far-off Oregon 
and Washington have made their contri- 
butions. Perhaps the most surprising fea- 
ture of the new colonization going on in 
Florida is the large number of people 
from other southern states who are 
tling here. Lake county, for instance, 
could be properly called a big Tennessee 
colony, and Gadsden county is full of 
Georgians, These people and those who 
have come from Virginia and the Carolinas, 
it may be noted, have proved the most 
successful and best satisfied of Florida's 
new citizens. 

There is no question that the great hue 
and cry about the unhealthfulness and un- 
fitness of Florida’s camps that went the 
rounds last summer was instigated by pa- 
pers of Mobile, NewOrleans and Texas, and 
it can all be attributed to two motives—dis- 
appointment at not getting the troops them- 
Selves and hatred of Mr. Flagler. Texas 
especially hate Mr. Flagler as only Texans 
ean hate, because they were unable to get 
him away from Florida on requisition pro- 
ceedines a few years ago when he, with 
other Standard Oil officials, were indicted 
under:a peculiar Texas law. Governor 
Mitchell refused to honor the requisition 
and the more radical portion of the Texas 
papers and people have had it in for 
Florida ever since. The recent attacks, 
however, were too violent to be justified by 
the facts, and the records show that more 
interest is now being taken in Florida by 
prospective settlers than ever before. 

The Mayor of Tallahassee. 

Hon. Robert B. Gorman, mayor and 
prominent figure in the political and indus- 
trial activity which has recently taken pos- 
session of Florida's capital city, Is a na- 
tive of the city of which he is at present 
chief magistrate, having been born in 
Tallahassee sixty yvears ago. When quite 
a young man he became a member of a 
large jewelry firm here, and continued in 
this business about thirty years. In 1891 
he was first elected mayor of Tallahassee, 
and served his term of one year very suc- 
cessfully In 1893 President Cleveland ap- 
pointed Mr. Gorman postmaster at Talla. 
hassee, a post which he held for four 
years, giving general satisfaction. Soon 
after his retirement from the postoffice 
Mr. Gorman was again called to the may- 
oralty chair, which he is now filling for the 
second time. » 

Mr. Gorman is a man of fine bearing and 
exquisite tact, and is admirably fitted to 
advance the interests of the city. 

The mayor of Tallahassee has the same 
judicial authority that is conferred upon 
the recorder’s courts in Georgia towns, 
and in passing upon Violations of city 
ordinances Mayor Gorman has made it his 
rule to lend every assistance to the police 
authorities in fastening crime upon law- 
breakers, and then temper justice with 
mercy.

This dividend is 
usually in the neighborhood of 50 per cent. 
The Southern Mutual and the Germania 
of New York insure here at regular tariff 
rates, but these dividends make the insur- 
ance cheaper to the policy holders. The 
difference between the policies of the two 
companies, Captain Redd says, is,that the 
Germania allows its dividends at the begin- 
ning’ of the year instead of the end. ‘The 


tariff association companies recentiy = re- 
duced their rates, some of them, the re- 
ductions varying in amount, and _ this 


brought about the present situation. Inas- 
much as most of the fire insurance business 
is placed at this season of the year, the 
competition is very Keen.

EVAN? MAKES SWEEPING DENIAL 


Commissioner of Pensions Repudiates 
‘Reports Sent Cut. 

Washington, October 10.—There has been 
wide circulation given to the story orig- 
inating at the recent annual eneampment 
of the Grand Army of.the Republic at Cin- 
cinnati that “‘the commissioner of pensions 
had called his chiefs together and instruct- 
ed them to disregard totaiiy every applica- 
tion based on deafness and rheumatism in 
the adjudication of chaims for pensions.” 

The commissioner authorizes the follow- 
-ing statement: : 

“First—No such instructions were given. 
Second—As to deafness, the present medical 
referee of the bureau, Dr. J. F. Raub, a 
prominent Grand Army of the Republic 
man, says there has been no change in 
the adjudication of claims for deafness 
since the present schedule of ratings, which 
was approved December 4, 1591, in accord- 
ance with the act of August 27, 1888. 

“Third—As to rheumatism, the present 
chief of the board of review, Colonel F. 
D. Stephenson, also a prominent Grand 
Army of the Republic man, says there 
has been no change in the adjudication of 
claims for rheumatism since he came to 
the bureau, 1869. 

‘“Mourth—There has probably not been a 
single working day passed sinee April 1, 
1#97, that there has not been certificates is- 
sued for both deafness and rheumatism.

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What Disarmament Means. 
When the czar of Russia made his 
celebrated appeal for disarmament sev- 
eral days ago the whole of Christendom 
reverberated with its echoes. That the 
role of the peacemaker between the na- 
tions should be assumed by the ruler of 
the most arbitrary power on earth, was 
well calculated to urrest the world’s 
attention and to kindle hopes even in 
the most despondent bosoms of that 
remote time when the war drums shall 
throb no longer. 

But still the effect of the czar’s ex- 
traordinary manifesto was not fully 
realized by the world at the time of 
its publication. Of course in general 
terms it was well enough understood; 
but not in specific details. In other 
words, it was rot understood exactly 
how much each nation would profit by 
the policy of disarmament on account 
of the expenditures which it would thus 
be able to save. We have recently 
come into possession of figures which 
throw gome light upon the subject. 

Taking Great Britain first, we find 
that the naval strength of that power 
consists of twenty-eight battleships and 
one hundred and eighty-one warships 
of all sizes. Exclusive of the garrisons 
in India and in the colonies, Great Brit- 
ain’s regular army numbers 100,000 men. 
To support both of these branches of 
the nation’s system of defense while 
constantly enlarging the scope and effi- 
ciency of each, requires the expenditure 
of millions of dollars annually. If Great 
Britain could secure the tection of 
her borders and the mainte e of her 
supremacy without the assistance of 
these forces she would be able to save 
vast sums. Her national debt at pres- 
ent, which she is steadily trying to re- 
duce, aggregates $3,263,984,722. Most of 
this debt she has contracted in prosecut- 
ing wars and in making hostile prepara- 
tions. Her annual expenditures, which 
are largely applied to the support of the 
naval and army departments, aggregate 
$533,926.715. Next comes France, France 
hag suff much in recent years from 
destructive wars and she has much .to 
gain from the policy of disarmament. 
In spite of the credits which she has 
applied from time to time to the reduc- 
tion of her national debt she still owes 
more than $6,000,000,000. the bulk of 
which was contracted in the Franco- 
Prussian war. Of course the adoption 
of the policy of disarmament will not 
enable her at once to cancel this debt, 
but it will prevent her from contracting 
similar debts in the future, and it will 
increase her resources for paving off old 
scores. The French navy at the pres- 
ent time consists of twenty-four battle- 
ships and one hundred and twenty-nine 
ships of war of other kinds, besides two 
hundred torpedo boats. The French 
army consists of 500,000 officers and 
men. The total] expenditures of France 
ageregate annually $645,128,107, most of 
which sum is applied to the support of 
the army and navy. 

With respect to Germany, we find 
that her national debt is much smaller 
than that of the other European rowers. 
She owes at the present time only £505,- 
810,000. Germany’s army consists of 562,- 
000 men and officers and her aavvy of 
eight first and second-class battleships, 
fifty-seven other war vessels and one 
hundred and ninety-two torpedo oats. 
Her annual expenditures ageregate 
$308,321,000. 

We next consider Russia. Russia’s na- 
tional debt amounts to nearly $6,900,000,- 
000, due in part to wars and in part to 
extensive internal improvements’ Her 
army numbers 835,000 men and o/‘licers, 
and her navy consists of eigyteen first 
and second-class battleships, ninety-five 
other warships and one hundred and 
thirty torpedo boats. MRussia’s expen- 
ditures amount annually to $680,v00,000. 
Within the next few vears they will 
considerably exceed this amount. Jtaly’s 
national debt aggregates $2.324,526,000. 
Her army consists of 221.909 men end 
officers and her navy of cleven first and 
second-class battleships, thirty-eight 
other ships of war and ninety-five tor- 
pedo boats. Her annual expenditures 
are $323.000,000. Austria-Hunsarv’s na- 
tional debt amounts to $2,218.629.000. 
- ‘Her expenditures agsregate ennually 
$418,885,000. Her army consists of 358,- 
697 men and officers and her navy of 
-- ten second and third-class battleships, 
“nineteen other ships of war and ninety- 
five torpedo bvats, Japan, whfch is 
one of the coming powers of the globe, 
owes $409,109,000. Her expenditures 
annually are $193,126,000. ler army 
aggregates 284,000 officers and men and 
‘ her navy three first-class batileships and 
twenty-nine other ships of war. 

With respect to the United States, our 


debt aggregates in round num- 
009,000, and our ‘otal expen- 


| ditures amount annually to $365.040,000. 
Of course, for the present year they will 
be more. Our regular army numbers 
25,000 men and officers and our navy 
consists of eight first and secon’ c'sss 
battleships and fifty war ves32ls of other 
kinds, The czar’s plea for disarmament 
finds us making grearer hostile prepatra- 
tions than ever befo:e, nor is the mil- 
lennium manifesto of the czar Jikely to 
deter us in the least. Thus we have 
undertaken to show the burden of cost 
which the policy of supporting great 
armies and navies has entailed upon the 
different nations, iogerbher with some 
idea of the loss which they have eus- 
tained through wars in recent vears. But 
there is little probability that *he czar’s 
plea for peace will be heetiei or thac the 
reign of the olive branch will commeace 
for some time to come. 
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Railway Development. ' 

We are grateful to learn from -the 
data recently compiled by The Railway 
Age that the past nine months of the 
present year have witnessed greater ac- 
tivity in railway building in the United 
States than has any corresponding pe- 
riods of time since 1893. 

According to the data from which we 
cite, there were 2,209 mile of railway 
constructed in the United States up to 
October 1, 1898. If this rate of in- 
crease continues until the year expires, 
there will be not less than 3,000 miles 
of track laid by January lst next in the 
United States. 

Most of the progress madein railway 
building up to the present time has been 
restricted to the southwest, although 
Minnesota, in the northwest, has partic- 
ipated more extensively in the general 
improvement than has any other indi- 
vidual state. Texas, Alabama, Missouri, 
Louisiana and North Carolina have each 
made heavy gains. 
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The Cubans Again. 

It does not hurt, in view of the great 
effort that has been made to discredit 
the Cubans, to eall attention once more 
to the fact that every official who has 
been been brought in real contact with 
the men who have been fighting for 
their freedom down there has a good 
word to say of them. 

A lot of people who never saw Cuba, 
and a lot of others who saw only the 
poor, ragged, starving reconcentradoes, 
have testified against them, but the of- 
ficers who came in direct contact with 
them did not join that chorus. Miles 
and Wheeler and Lawton and the others 
have told of the good work that the Cu- 
bans did; and the records show eloquent 
tributes to that little band that was of 
so much assistance to the brave marines 
at Guantanamo. 

Here comes another tribute, and it is 
one worth noting. This is from Robert 
P. Porter, the special emissary of the 
administration, who went to Cuba to 
make a study of the revenues and tariff 
problems and who says: 

The Cubans as a whole are anxious for 
peace. They are law-abiding and amena- 
ble to law. The regular Cuban soldiers 
are a splendid body of men an@ they are 
patriots to the core. The Cuban regulars 
are well officered and disciplined, and they 
have my profound respect. To show you 
what J think of them, I may say that In 
my report I will recommend that these 
soldiers be appointed to act as a guard 
when Havana has come under control of 
the United States. 

Of course Hale and Elkins and a lot 
of the patriots who, as the special 
friends of of Spain, fought so hard 
against the Cubans, will not like Mr. 
Porter’s words and may find some way of 
discrediting them; but the country at 
large will be pretty chary of any such 
efforts. 
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President Washington’s Idea. 

President Washington was profoundly 
anxious to see established at the seat of 
government a great national university 
which would eclipse in time the most 
celebrated institutions of the old world; 
bfit, failing in this desire, he. ieft at 
death a small legacy to be used as the 
nucleus of a fund for the endowment 
of such a university. This. ended the 
matter until some two vears ago, when 
the last will and testament of President 
Washidgton again became the subject of 
national interest. 

On making inquiry into the disposi- 
tion of the estate of “the Father of His 
Country” it was found that the hequest 
for the endowment of the institution 
which he hoped to be instrumental in 
erecting had long since reverted to the 
heirs of the estate, and chat nothing 
remained behind save the written direc- 
tions which he had given to his eyecu- 
tors. 

But, despite the nature of this dis- 
covery, and despite the fact that nearly 
one hundred yvears have elapsed since 
the time of President ‘Washington’s 
death, it seems that the conscience of 
the country is fully aroused to the de- 
termination of putting into effect the 
project which he originated. To this 
end a measure has already been drawn 
up by one of our national lawmakers 
providing for the establishment in 
Washington, D. C., of just such a uni- 
versity as President Washington desired 
to see established forthe liberal -educa- 
tion of American youths. What the suc- 
cess of this legislative effort will be we 
do not assume to predict at this time, 
but sentiment is rapidly crystalizing in 
favor of the proposed institution; and 
regardless of the fact that the country 
is already equipped with splendidly en- 
dowed universities, there may yet be 
added to this number the institution 
which was foreshadowed nearly a cen- 
tury ago in the wise forethought of Pres- 
ident Washington. 

Our attention has been called to this 
subject by the announcement that Pres- 
ident Charles de Garmo, of the national 
council of education, hag appointed the 
following committee to investigate the 
whole matter of the establishment of a 
great national university and to submit 
a report of the same to the mext annual 
session of that body in Washington, D. 
C. This committee consists of Presi- 
dent William R. Harner. of the universi- 
ty of Chicago; President William <Alder- 
man, of the university of North Caro- 
lina; President James B. Angell, of the 
University of Michigan; Professor Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, of Columbia univer- 
sity; President James H. Canfield, of 
the Ohio university; Dr. J. Murray. of 
Washington, D. C., agent of the Peabody 
and Slater funds; Superintendent New- 
ton C. Dougherty, of Peoria, Ill.; Presi- 
dent Andrew D. 8S. Draper. of the Uni- 
versity of Fllinois; President Charles 
N. Eliot, of Harvard, university; Profes- 
sor Edmund J. James, of the university 
of Chicago; Superintendent Willlam H. 
Maxwell, of New York; Professor B. 
Moses, of the university of California: 
President J. G. Schurman, of Cornell 
university; Superintendent F. Louis 
Soldan, of % Louis, Mo., and President 
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| William L. Wilson, of Washington and 
Lee University. There is the possibil- 
ity that the distin hed educators 
composing this committee may regard 
the proposed national university as inim- 
ical to the institutions with which they 
are connected. If so, that apprehension 
is more than apt to warp the judgment 
which they will bring tobear upon the 
subject. There is also the possibility that 
whether the action of this committee is 
favorable or unfavorable, congress may 
decide that, on account of the need 
which the government Has for building 
up its navy and for meeting other pres- 
ent demands, there is no immediate oc- 
casion for establishing a great national 
university, especially in view of the 
fact that the country is already pro- 
vided with ample educational facilities, 
which is did not possess in the time of 
President Washington. 

But whatever becomes of the movs- 
ment to establish a great national uni- 
versity at the seat of government, it 
cannot be denied that widespread inter- 
est is being taken in the subject at pres- 
ent, and that the last wishes of the 
Father of His Country are not with- 
out influence still upon the loyalty of 
the American people. 
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Foxy Joseph. 

Joseph Gomez Pacheco has petitioned 
the courts of New York for the right 
to change his name by the elimination 
of the Pacheco forever, leaving him 
plain Joseph Gomez. 

In his petition Joseph gives as his 
reason for wanting the change that the 
last name is difficult to spell and gives 
him trouble; but the real reason lies 
deeper. 

Joseph is a Spaniard by birth. The 
name he bears is Spanish, and he has 
had occasion recently to realize that 
things Spanish are not particularly pop- 
ular in this country. On the other hand 
he hag a middle name that will do to 
tie to. There is good, strong Cuban 
flavor to the name of Gomez, and the 
possibilities of being taken for a rela- 
tive of the grim old warrior whose brav- 
ery and leadership have won for him 
the admiration of the world, are most 
attractive to Joe. And such a change 
will doubtless be most valuable in a 
business way. New Yorkers will pat- 
ronize a Gomez.

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Cleanse Havana Harbor. 


One of the most important duties en- 
cumbent upon the United States gov- 
ernment in consequence of the success- 
ful outcome of the recent war with 
Spain is to undertake at once the task 
of thoroughly cleansing Havana har- 
bor. There is little reason to doubt 
that most of the yellow fever epidemics 
which have proven so injurious to health 
and commerce in the southern states 
have been introduced into this country 
by vessels coming from Havana har- 
bor; and such being the case, it is not 
only expedient but essential that imme 
diate steps should be taken to purge 
that stagnant reservoir of disease germs. 

We do not mean to overlook or mini- 
mize the necessity of cleansing the city 
of Havana also, and of putting that 
stronghold under proper sanitary regu- 
lations. If the reports of the medical 
and scientific experts are correct, there 
is no city on the globe which stands 
more urgently in need of radical sani- 
tary measures than does Havana. With 
no better system of drainage than the 
open streets themselves for the greater 
part furnish it is not surprising that Ha- 
vana should be the hot-bed of impuri- 
ties. Refuse matter,: wantonly thrown 
into the highways and throughfares of 
fhe city is permitted to find its way to 
the harbor by means of exposed trenches 
which constantly offend the atmosphere 
with repugnant odors; and _ besides, 
other indications are not lacking to show 
that the sanitary condition of Havana 
is most wretched. But special] urgency 
attaches to the need of cleansing Ha 
vana harbor. Into this reservoir the 
drainage of the city at the present time 
empties, and must empty hereafter, re- 
gardless of the change which is brought 
about in Havana; and consequently it 
is necessary to find some means of 
carrying into the sea the foul deposits 
which collect in the harbor. 

So effectually shut in from the sea is 
Havana harbor that the rise and fall of 
the tides do not succeed in disturbing 
the accumulations of filth within its 
inclosure, and vessels can hardly re- 
main immersed in its polluted waters 
for any length of time without becom- 
ing impregnated with disease germs. 
In order to establish currents within 
the harbor by which it can be constantly 
cleansed by the rise and fall of the 
tides, it is suggested that the peninsula 
which forms the western protection of 
the harbor be pierced by artificial means, 
thus allowing the currents of the sea 
free course. Still another plan recom- 
mended is that drainage channels be 
constructed underneath the harbor to 
bear the refuse matter from the city 
directly into the sea. Expert engineers 
representing the United States govern- 
ment are now in Cuba making investi- 
gations and surveys in advance of the 
arrival of troops, which will shortly be 
sent to that island for the winter: and 
just as soon as they can do so they will 
take into consideration the matter of 
providing Havana and Havana harbor 
with better drainage facilities. In the 
meantime the government should insti- 
tute steps for putting better sanitary 
regulations generally into effect in Ha- 
vana. 

We are free to admit that the yellow 
fever scourges periodically imported into 
our southern seaport towns from Ha- 
vana harbor have been productive of 
greater demoralization to our business 
interests than of results otherwise, and 
that comparatively few fatalities have 
resulted from yellow fever offate years 
in this section; fewer, perhaps, than 
have resulted from other diseases in the 
north and east, concerning which little 
has been said in the newspapers. Our 
people are easily excited, and the very 
mention of the word epidemic is suffi- 
cient at times to throw them into con- 
sternation when there is absolutely no 
cause for uneasiness. Still, in view of 
the fact that vellow fever germs im- 
ported from Havana harbor play such 
havoc with the fears of our people, in 
addition to prostrating large numbers 
of them upon beds of serious illness, it 
is of the greatest importance that expos- 
ure to such scourges should be removed 
by thoroughly cleansing Havana harbor 
at the earliest possible moment We be- 
lieve that when the United States gov- 
ernment completes the work of overhaul- 
ing Cuba that island will be literally one 
of the paradises of the sea and Ha- 
vana itself one of the healthiest cities 


of the globe. :

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AN ARMISTICE WAS DECLARED 
yesterday in the insurance rate war which 
had been in existence in Atlanta for two 
or three days and the cutting of rates was 
suspended at 8 o’clock in the afternoon, 
pending an adjustment of the rates, which 
it is believed will be the result of a con- 
ference to be held this morning at 9 o’clock 
between representatives of the tariff com- 
panies and of the Atlanta Home Insurance 
Company. It was stated last night that 
there was little if any doubt but that rates 
would be permanently restored and that 
the cutting, which had been in force since 
Friday of last week, would cease. 

The Suspension of cut rates yesterday, it 
is said, was the result of imstructions is- 
sued by the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion to its agents, authorizing them to meet 
any and all cuts made by the companies 
outside of the association, which are the 
Atlanta Home, the Germania and the Man- 
hattan. 

Early yesterday morning the cutting in 
rates was renéwed with vigor and during 
the day @ vast amount of business was 
written in Atianta at prices cut to the 
bone. The cutting increased with the day 
and at noon insurance was being taken at 
almost any figures. One imstance hus been 
cited where a $10,000 policy was written for 
2 cents. Other cuts equally as low and 
dangerous were made during the day and 
the war gave promise of being fierce and 
to the bitter end. 

Residence rates were smashed to the 
lowest and other risks, considered good, 
were cut in two and then undercut before 
the policy was delivered. 

At 3 o'clock there was a meeting held in 
which the rate war Was discussed. li was 
shown that a rate war was a bad th.ng for 
everybody and that the cutting was de- 
moralizing the business of the cily in in- 
surance circles. 

It is said that the situation was discussed 
from every standpoint and that as uw resu.t 
of the conference a mulual agreement was 
reached between the tariff compunies and 
the Atlanta Home by which -ales were to 
be held up unti] this morning agi % o'clock, 
when the second conference on ihe subject 
is to be held. At this conference it is be- 
lieved that the suspension of the cutting, 
which was only temporary yesterday, will 
be made permanent and that all rates will 
be restored and that the future business 
will be written at rates standard with the 
tariff association. if this is to be the re- 
sult of the conference this morning, and 
there seems to be no reason why such 
should not be the case. the war wil] be

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FRANCHISE WAR 


CROWS WARMER 


Arcument Before Committee 
Concluded Yesterday, 


NO REPORT FORMULATED YET 


City Solons Will Inspect the Rights rf 
Way Today 


LIVELY SPEECHES MADE BY LAWYERS 


Colonel Goodwin and Mr. Alex King 
Appeared Before the Committee 
Yesterday—Fight Is of Great 
Importance to Roads 
and to Atlanta. 
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Oo Railroad committee will visit, west oO 
O Atlanta today to inspect proposed oO 
Oo routes of trolley line. oO 
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THE FRANCHISE FIGHT FOR WEST 
Atlanta territory between the Consolidated 
and the Atlamta Street Railway Companies 
is nearing an end, so far as the counci! 
committee is concerned. Colonel Goodwin, 
representing the Consolidated, and Mr. 
Alex King, representing the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company, concluded the argument 
yesterday afternoon. The result will prob- 
ably be known by night. 

The committee adjourned yesterday until 
2 o'clock this afternoon, when the members 
meeting at the city will take hacks fur 
the scenes of the proposed franchises. The 
ground will be thoroughly inspected, not 
only in west Atlanta, but alonz all the 
routes the Atlanta Railway Company is 
now attempting to secure. If the commit- 
tee can get back to the ciiy hall by 56 
o’clock it will probably formulate its re- 
port. If not, this work will be pustponed 
until another session. 

The result of this fight is of ihe greatest 
importance to both companies. If the At- 
lanta Railway Company wins and builds 
the new limes it says it will build it means 
the establishment of competition in street 
railway circles and it is predicted by some 
the ultimate adoption of transfers by both 
companies. The Atlanta Railway Company 
has stated positively. throughits ofliais it 
will grant transferg on aij its lines inside 
the city limits if the franchises are grant:- 
ed, The Consolidated says it will not grant 
transfers until it deems it consistent to do 
s0, claiming that the adoption of the sys- 
tem would not be wise at this time. Both 
companies, realizing the importance of tne 
result, are making a desperate fight for 
the right of way and from present indica- 
tions the matter will not end with council's 
decision. The courts may have something 
to do with the question before it is finally 
settied. 

Colonel Goodwin’s Strong Speech. 

Colonel Goodwin made a strong argument 
before the commitice yesterday afternoon. 
He took the position that the city had no 
right to condemn the Mitcheil street tracks 
of the Consolidated and stated that the 
Consolidated would oppose any condemna- 
won of its lines by any company in any 
part of the city except in cases of absolute 
necessity. Mr. King said the genera! law 
of the state authorized the condemnation of 
any company’s tracss in urder tur another 
company to enter the city. In substantia- 
tion of this he cited the fact that only two 
railroads entering the union depot own 
their own lines into tne ceucer of tue city. 

“The grant states that condemnation pso- 
ceedings,’’ said Cvuionel Godawin, “‘may be 
instituted when it igs necessary for another 
coinpany to enter the city. It does not 
mean a mere matter of convenience. If the 
Atlanta Hallway Company wants to enter 
the heart of tne cily let 1t tufm from the 
viaduct into Thompsom street and proceed 
to Hunter and thence tv lis line om For- 
syth street. I wish to say right here the 
Consolidated wili strenuuoysiy oppuse any 
effort to use its tracKs exXvept in vases of 
absolute necessity.”’ 

Referring to the transfer question, Colo- 
nel Goodwin stated (nere was a great dif- 
ference GHetWween mis Cumpany wid the At- 
lanta Railway Company, and tnat each 
company Was suppused lo Know its own in- 
terests. He spoke of the conditions of the 
variouag lines vefure tne Consolidated wus 
organized, when it was necessary to puy 
two fares to go to alimvust any part of tne 
cily, and mow when the cross system en- 
abled the public to go atruoss tne city in 
different directions on one fare, 

“This transfer businéss seems to be a 
hobby with tne Atlanta Kaliway Cum- 
pany,’ contunued Mr, Goodwin. “‘Here they 
come before you and ofer tw give translers 
before they nave wut anything to transier 
to. Moreover { doubt if Mr. Amorous can 
tell me the cost of |jaying tracks on 
streets for which he has app-icd, ana a stil 
more serious qQuesuon is Wiere is tuc money 
to come trom, A good test or their sjn- 
cerity wouid De to ascertain whether they 
would be willing to receive a tranchise in 
west Atlanta with the provision tnat they 
complete the other franchises for waich 
they are applying.’’ 

Says People Favor Consolidated. 

Colonel Goodwin then stated that the 
permanent citizens aiong the route wanied 
by his company in west Atlanta favored 
the Consolidated; that if the Atlanta com- 
pany had Wanted iv efter west Atlanta it 
could have had the opportunity of ijastitut- 
ing condemnation proceedings on Mitchell 
slireet rour years ago. 

Referring to the charge of the Atlanta 
Railway Company that the Consolidated is 
oniy actuated in this fight by competition, 
Coionel Goodwin laid much stress on the 
fact tat the Consdlidated’s petition for 
west side rights of way was in council] thir- 
ty days before the petition of the other 
company. In reference to the objections 
made against the Consolidated displaying 
“Atianta University’’ on its cars, he stat- 
ed only one citizen had ever made that 
complaint, and that the cars ran through 
some of the best sections of the city. 

Representatives of the Atlanta Rallway 
Company had referred to the Consolidated 
taking up its tracks on Capitol avenue at 
night. Colonel Goodwin stated that Mr. 
Amorous had also taken up some tracks on 
Gilmer street, and that according to the 
size of the two companies, the Atlanta 
railway was a greater public enemy than 
the Consolidated, ig such action could be 
considered in the light of guilt. 

Coionel Goodwin also referred to the work 
of Mr. Sam Inman, a director in the Con- 
solidated, to secure the viaduct. He was 
willing for the other company to go to West 
End, but not over the streets the Consol'- 
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dated had applied for thirty days in ad- 


vance. 
Was Not Mr. Hugh Inman. 
In the report of the franchise hearing 


| which appeared in Sunday morning’s Con- 


stitution, Mr. Woodruff, president of the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, Was quoted as having speken before 


the committee in hig speech of Saturday, | 


as follows: 

‘The Consolidated has done much for 
Atlanta In fast, Mr. Hugh Inman, one of 
our directors, Was iargely instrumental in 
the erection of the viaduct.” 

President Woodruff referred to the work 
of Mr. Sam Inman and the name of Mr. 
Hugh Inman was written through mistake. 
Mr. Hugh Inman does not own a dollar’s 
interest in the Atlanta Consolidated and 
has never had any connection whatever 
with the company. 

Colonel King’s Pointed Reply. 

Mr. King started out by referring to the 
statement made before the committee that 
the Atlanta company had opposed the usage 
of its tracks by the Lakewood line. Mr. 
King acknowledged he did oppose it because 
Mr. Hale had offered no money for the 
privilege. 

“I wish to state right here,” said Mr. 
King, “the Atlanta Railway Company had 
surveyed its route from West End through 
the: center of the city, had calculated every 
particle of the cost and the probable in- 
come before the Consolidated’s petition 
had ever been heard of. I know this to be 
a fact. 

“Furthermore, it is absolutely necessary 
that in completing our system we use 
Mitchell street. Colonel Goodwin lays stress 
on the necessity of condemnation. The 
grant refers to a reasonable necessity, and 
not sO much a physical necessity. The 
general state law gives the power to con- 
demn three miles of any tracks in order to 
allow another company to enter the city, 
There are only two railroads entering this 
city that come into the depot on their own 
tracks. If this law were not in force the 
public would be put to considerable trou- 
ble.”’ 

Mr. King did not agree with Colone] Good- 
win in that the transfer question was a 
collateral issue. He stated the Atlanta 
Railway Company had no desire to preju- 
dice the committee in this respect, but that 
it had offered to grant transfers simply 
as ah jnducement. 

Colonel Goodwin referred to the neces- 
sity of condemnation proceedings again, 
quoting the definition of necessity as “in- 
dispensable, requisite, inevitable.” He said 
such a proposition as a “reasonable neces- 
sity’’ was not concerned in the case at all. 

Those Consolidated Petitions. 

At this juncture Mr. C. S. Strong asked 
to be heard on one point. Permission be- 
ing granted, he stated that he knew of 
several instances where wives at home had 
signed their husbands’ names to Consolidat- 
ed petitions and where wives had refused to 
sign their husbands’ names to Consolidated 
petitions when requested to do so by the 
petition bearers. 

“I wish to state for my company,” said 
Mr. Woodruff, ‘‘that if any improper meth- 
ods have been used in securing these peti- 
tions it was without my knowledge or con- 
sent.’’ 

Mr. King stated the directors of the At- 
lanta Railway Company had held a meet- 
ing yesterday and unanimously passed a 
resolution asking the council to grant all 
the franchises the company had asked for. 

The committee then went into executive 
session. held an informal discussion for half 
an hour and adjourned to go over the 
ground this afternoon.

Colonel Simpson Talks. 

Colonel Simpson said yesterday 
did not know yet whether the contract 
given to the lumber company would be 
recognized or not. He expressed the opin- 
jon that if bids were opened for the build- 
inz of the hospitals they would re- 
main open for only a short time, and tha¢ 
everything would be done by him to hasten 
the work on the structures. He said: 

“IT expect to have the building started 
before the last of this week, but cannot 
say yet who will do the work.” 

At the time Surgeon General Sternberg 
was at Fort McPherson he informed Major 
Taylor that a new hospital was needed at 
this point, and that arrangements would be 
made for-him to begin the building as 
soon as possible.*“Major Taylor was given 
the impression from that interview, and 
from subsequent telegrams from Washing- 
ton, that he was to see to the giving out 
of the contract personally, and with this 
understanding he went ahead as soon as 
authority was given him and contracted 
with the Woodward Lumber Company for 
the erection of the ten buildings. 

The new hospitals will be erected on the 
drill field back of the first row of hospitals 
tents, which will be left in place unti! all 
the patients can be got out of them, and 
the new hospitals ‘have been finished. The 
second row of tents which have been occu- 
pied by patients all the summer were re- 
moved last week to make way for the 
foundations of the pavilion hospitals. 

The ten hospitals when completed will 
be capable of accommodating 400 patients, 
and since the buildings used at present are 
unsuited for hospital purposes, it is proba- 
able that the new ones will be used in 
preference to them hereafter. 

The buildings, while being of wood, will 
be of a permanent character, but will be 
erected so that they can be moved to an- 
other place in the grounds when the field 
becomes necessary for drilling purposes.

The proclamation by Governor Atkinson 
ig @ result of the request of the LaFayette 
memoria} commission and follows out the 
line @f their plan. LaFayette Day will be 
eiaborately observed in Georgia and a con- 
-Siderable sum will probably be realized 
inethis state for the fund. 

The interest in the movement js increas- 
ing every day, and that that the under- 
taking wil] be a grand success there seems 
to be not the'slightest doubt. Those who 
aré interested in the matter are receiving

@ications are that LaFayette Day will be

Citizens of Edgewood Have Peculiar 
Quest'ons Presented Them.

“'PHE PACTIONS IN EDGEWOOD HAVE 
not been able to reach a eompromise on 
the proposed incorporation of the territory 
of that: district for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a school. A number of citizens 
have decided to have the community in- 
corporated under a municipal charter, the 
prime object of which, they say, is to es- 
tablish schools in the community and in 
that way enhance the value of property 
and bring more residents to the tawn. 
The plan of incorporation has been op- 
posed from the beginning by a number of 
other citizens. Some of them claim they 
want no incorporation at all, some want to 
come into the corporate limits of Atlanta 
and others want an incorporation for school 


purposes only. 

The latter plan is being pushed more rap- 
idly than any other and those wishing for 
all the money to be derived from the taxes 
that will be levied by the corporation to 
@o for the establishment of schools are 
asking for schools only, and not a town 
council and its adjuncts. 

For nearly two months the question has 
been discussed, and many meetings have 
heen held, but it is said that these gather- 
ings have not been able to harmonize. 
The plan to come into the city has met 
with much favor, but no active steps have 
been taken to get the matter of incorpor- 
ation of a part of DeKalb county before 
the city council yet. 

A committee wars appointed by a mass 
meeting of citizens of Edgewood and this 
committee was empovered to draw up a 
charter for a municipal corporation and to 
present the same to the legislature asking 
its passage. Under the present laws of the 
state this is thought to be the best plan 
in order to get schools, but in order to get 
schools and no municipal incorporation but 
an incorporation for school purposes only, 
a bill has been prepared’ and will be one 
of the first to be introduced into the lee- 
islature, giving the right to small] com- 
munities in al] parts of the state to apply 
to the ordinary of the county and ask to 
be incorporated for school purposes only. 

The ordinary can in this way grant char- 
ters of incorporation for this purpose alone. 
The bil] that will be presented to the gen- 
eral assembly. is a general law and is 
badly wantéd, it is said, in many parts of 
the state, 
indorsed the measure and will give it his 
support. 

The citizens of Bdgewood wanting schools 
for the education of their children will ask 
for a charter from the ordinary, it is said, 
as soon as the general law making it pas. 
sible is passed by the legisiature, which 
will be early in December. 

The factions in the little neighborhood 
are fighting for several different tnings and 
agreement has not been made of any kind 
by which they have all got together on any 
one plan for incorporation. 

‘Lhe citizens, tax payers, voters, fathers 
and mo.hers in the mean tyme are being 
eulned on the question of imcorporation by 
means Of CirCuiars wh.cn are being set 
lu every framiliy in the territory waicga it is 
proposed lO have incurpuraied. ine iatest 
cilcuuar sent oul ig in part as foliows:

“A municipal government, though modest 
at the beginning, will grow—as every case 
has shown—trom year to year, by amend- 
ments that the upsuspecting citizen will 
not be aware of until he finds himself bur- 
dened with increased taxation, without cor- 
responding benefits, and Edgewood, like 
her sister, West End, will soon begin to 
pray her mother, Atlanta, to reacn out 
her protecting arm and be taken in. 

“Consultation with the attorney general 
of the state and the state school commis- 
sioner shows that the community can be 
incorporated for school purposes only. 
Hence, a bill has been drawn providing for 
the same. A corporation for school pur- 
poses only allows the concentrating of all 
revenue derived from taxation to be de- 
voted to the education of the children, 
with no room for waste or extravagance, 
thereby realizing the full benefits and ac- 
complishing the purposes desired. There 
can be no expenditures for office holders: 
no street or sidewalk expense; no damage 
Suits; no city attorney, and we will not 
have the unsightly spectacle of chaingangs 
on our thoroughfares and expense of keep- 
ing them. 

“The conception of the incorporation of 
this community was every dollar far edu- 
cation. This plan can be carried out. The 
highest interest of every citizen and tax 
payer will be best promoted by the adop- 
tion of a charter for school purposes only, 
which can be done and work commenced 
on the school buildings at an early date. 

“Rumors are afloat that the boundaries 
of the proposed municipal charter are to 
be changed, making Candler street, instead 
of the county line, the western boundary, 
but we hear nothing of another mass meet- 
ing for this purpose This power has been 
vested in no man or_men. but helongs to 
the people. Such acttTons, if taken, should 
be denounced by. every citizen, and: this 
once propose? charter repudiated. The 
eer the territory the greater the taxa- 

on. 

‘It is rumored that this school bill is only 
for the purpose of defeating the scheme 
of municipal itmcorporation. This is wn- 
true, and any other rumors tending to cre- 
ate the impression that this plan is in- 
tended otherwise than for the good of the 
community are absolutely false. 

“This method has been adopted as the 
best manner of reaching all the people. 
whether tax payers, voters, fathers or 
mothers, to let them know what can be 
done, and to hear from each and every 
one _ wishes on this important move- 
ment. .

THE POLICE BOARD MET IN REGU- 
lar session yesterday afternoon and tran- 
sacted some important business. 

Captain English, who returned to the city 
yesterday: mornirg from a trip for his 
health, was. present, and took a very lively 
interest in the affairs which were consid- 
ered. He was behind a little with the ex- 
citement, he sad, and wanted to catch up. 

Major W. J. Kendrick was present, but 
stated that for one more month he could 
not take active part in the proceedings or 
cast a vote. He was there merely to look 
on, but must still be considered as on his 
leave of absence. 

All the other commissioners were pres- 
ent with the exception of the mayor. 

Tne most important matter which came 
up for consideration was the report of 
private detectives doing business in the 
city. He said as the city’ did not require 
the private jetectives to pay a license, he 
was powerless to proceed against them for 
irregularities, If a license was required, 
he could then make city cases against 
them. 

The chief of police said the matter had 

ought to his attention. 


the private detec8ives could not be arrest 
ed for violating city laws. 

Commissioner Jones said) he had heard 
that a number of persons were acting as 
detectives, and two of these fellows had 
stopped a man and a woman in Grant park 
and demanded $50. 

“That’s pure blackmail,’’ remarked Major 
Kendrick, ‘“‘and there surely must be a way 
to proceed against blackmailers.,”’ 

It was explained that the persons could 
not be spotted. 

Thén Captain English wanted to know 
why the city detectives could not ferret 
out the case. 

Commissioner Branan said he believed 
the city council could issue a license to 
private detectives if they were properly 
recommended by the police board. 

‘Then if a detective is not recommended 
by the board, who could. proceed against 
the detectives who did business without a 
city license?’’ asked one of the commis- 


sioners. 
It was stated the city attorney had told 


-the detective captain ¢hat private detec- 


tives could not be proceeded against, and 
some one asked if there was no state law 
licensing private detectives. 

The question was unanswered, 

It was finally decided to let a special com- 
mittee go before council about the matter. 

“I hope the city detectives will get hold 
of these fellows,’’ remarked Captain Eng- 
lish, ‘“‘either impersonating an officer or 
malicious mischief, and if that doesn’t 
work, then by main strength or awkward- 
ness.”’ s 

From the chief’s report for the past 
month it was shown that 1,247 arrests had 
been made, of which 1,116 were city cases 
end 181 state cases. The fines in the re- 
corder's court amounted to $5,059, of which 
$1,940.75 was paid in cash and $310.43 work- 
ed out on the streets, 

I¢ was reported by the chairman of the 
board that the cellar of the police barracks 
was still full of water. A man had been 
employed to get it dry, and he had worked 
hard and expended his own money, and 
still the cellar was a good place fer boat 
races and frogs. 

The report stated that ¢here was a large 
spring in tthe cellar somewhere, and it 
would take money and time to get th 
place dry. If the work was not soon done, 
the building would be seriously injured, 

As it was thought the money ought -to 
ccme from the committee on public. build- 
ings and grounds, and not from the police 
fund, the matter will be referred to the 
city council.

YESTERDAY AT 12 O*CLOCK WIL- 
liam F. Aiken, the foreman of construction 
at the new flour mill now being erected at 
the intersection of the railroad and Butler 
street, was found unconscious and almost 
dying in the basement of the building. In 
some mysterious way he had fallen through 
the open floor when no one was locking at 
him and how long he had lain there no one 
knew. 

He was picked up by some of his work- 
men and bormme to the Grady hospital, where 
his injuries were pronounced serious and 
probably fatal. 

The young man is a son of Mr. Frank M. 
Aiken, the assistant city building inspector, 
and has many friends in the city. He is an 
expert workman and has had charge of 
several of the laryest huildings in Atlanta. 

A few minutes after the noonday hour 
yesterday, when the workmen stopped cff 
to eat their lunches, a brickmason stepped 
through one of the doors leading into the 
flour mill from the south side and looking 
down to follow the plank footway saw 
Aiken lying upon his back apparently life- 
less. 

Just how Aiken fell through the floor 
from the foot plank could not be told. He 
had failen just after he had stepped 
through the desr and from this it was pre- 
sumed that his head had struck against a 
piece of board nailed across tne door facing. 
He thay have been hurriedly’ entering the 
door and met stooping low enough his head 
or chest came in contact wirh the board 
and he was thrown from his balance and 
hurled into the basement, where there was 
a lot of loose lumber and bric&a. 

The fall must have been twenty feet and 
Aiken was totally unconscious from the 
effects of his injuries, 

His worst injury was across his back and 
behind his shoulders and it ts believed by 
the physicians that his spine has been hurt. 
If this is so he may be a cripple for life. 
There were other brulses about the head 
and body which are painful. but not 
serious; It is possible that he has sustain- 
ed interna] injuries, but the condition of 
the patient was such last night that the 
hospital physicians could not make a com- 
plete diagnosis. _ 

It was hinted to the police shortly after 
the accident that perhaps some one had 
maliciously pushed the young man into the 
cellar, but if he had any enemies who 
would do such a deed it could not be aa- 
certained and the idea was rejected. 

The cail officers at the police barracks 
were notified immediately after Aiken was 
found and they rendered what assistance 
was in their power 

Aiken has a wife and one little child.

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THE LOST PISTOL WHICH CREATED 
such a furore in the police department 
about three weeks ago came to the front 
again yesterday afternoon when the police 
bcard met, and from what transpired the 
missing weapon, which disappeared from 
the safe of the desk sergeant’s, is about to 
be the cause of the greatest sensation 
which has been sprung in police circles in 
quite a while. Police 'Commissioner Eng- 
lish started the matter yesterday by quiet- 
ly asking: 

“What about that lost pistol I read of 
eo much while I was absent from the city?” 

And Commissioner Jones threw powder 
on the coals by announcing: 


“I am certain that I have possession of 
that stolen pistol.’’ 

All the commissioners agreed that the 
matter was of the gravest importance. 
Here was a pistol taken from a safe which 
is supposed to be locked all the while and 
under the care of sergeants of the police 
department, and now a commissioner stated 
he had found the lost weapon. 

The pistol was taken from a young man 
from Griffin about three weeks ago and 
placed in the sergeant’s iron safe. An iron 
vault is always considered a place of great 
safety, but a police sergeant’s safe must 
be considered absolutely thief proof—so all 
those who heard of the affair said and be- 
lieved. But when the Griffin young man 
called for his pistol it was gone. “It had 
been slipped from the envelope in which it 
had been sealed and in its stead was a 
cheap pistol. 30th sergeants disclaimed 
knowing anything about the missing weap- 
on and the matter was brought before the 
board of commissioners. It was decided 
that the station sergeants should share 
the expense of buying a new weapon. 

After the board had acted Commission- 
er Jones found a pistol exactly like the 
one that had been stolen, and the young 
man who had bought it gave the name of 
the other young man who had sold it. The 
person who had sold it said he had taken it 
from a dentists desk in the Equitable 
building, and the transaction was regarded 
as somewhat shady. 

The Griffin young man was written to 
and requested to send the number of his 
revolver. He did not answer, and three 
letters brought no reply. 

As Commissioner Jones explained it to the 
board yesterday afternoon, the pistol is 
still in the hands of the 
young man from Griffin, for some unknown 
reason, has failed to write to the chief. 

It was decided by the board that as the 
deliberate robbery of the desk sergeant’s 
safe was a great crime to be committed 
against the police, ‘the matter ought to be 
sifted to the bottom, and a committee was 
appointed to further investigate the matter.
